Please substitute claims 18, 19, 20, 21 and 22 below for the claims having the 
corresponding number. The claims include corrections to the line spacing as required. 

18. (Amended) The system of claim 1 further comprising a monitor coupled to the first 
video output port. 

19. (Amended) A method of providing a video signal, the method comprising: 
generating a first signal at a first device, wherein the first signal is representative of a first 

video output component; 

providing the first signal to a first node; 

determining a value of the first signal at a first output node; 
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generating a second signal at a second device, wherein the second signal is representative 

of a first video output component; 

providing the second signal of the second device to the first output node; and 
adjusting the second device until a value of the second signal at the first output node 

substantially matches the determined value of the first signal at the first output node. 



20. (Amended) The method of claim 19, further comprising the step of: 
removing the first signal from the first node prior to the step of providing the second 

signal. 

21. (Amended) The method of claim 19, wherein the value of the first and second 
signals is a voltage value. 

22. (Amended) The method of claim 19, wherein the step of determining includes the 
substep of: 

modifying and comparing the value of the first device until the value of the first signal 
substantially matches a predetermined value.

18. (Amended) The system of claim 1 further comprising a monitor coupled to the first 
video output port. 

19. (Amended) A method of providing a video signal, the method comprising: 
generating a first signal at a first device, wherein the first signal is representative of a first 

video output component; 

providing the first signal to a first node; 

determining a value of the first signal at a first output node; 

generating a second signal at a second device, wherein the second signal is representative 

of a first video output component;
